Europe Lags 


When the 20th century began, every fifth person 
In the world was a European. Sixty yeai*8 later, the ratio 
was one out of seven. By the year 2000, only one out of 
10 persons in this crowded world will live in Europe. 


Tliese statistics are not so much a measure of the 
•‘decline of the West” as of its eclipse. 


It is not that Europe’s population is stagnant. Ex­ 
cluding the Soviet Union, it stands at some 430 million 
today and is expected to increase to 600 million by the 
end of the century. Total world population by then, 
however, will have soared to six billion.

Both the present and projected populations of Eur­ 
ope far exceed those of either the United States or the 
U.S.S.R. Yet even considered as a whole, the power and 
Influence of the continent whicli once governed the 
affairs of the world rank well behind those of either 
the giant of the East or of the \yest. This is true even 
in science and technology, two things which once trans­ 
formed Europe and in turn made her mid-wife to the 
birth of the modem world. 


In 1962, says Science magazine, the United States 
spent nearly twice as much of its gross national income 
on scientific research and development as Europe. In 
that year the United States and U.S.S.K. had more than 
400.000 scientists and engineers at work while Europe 
had 150,000.

Adding to this imbalance, the United States ab­ 
sorbs about five per cent of the cream of Europe’s year­ 
ly output of scientists and engineers —the so-called 
**bi*ain drain.” 


In a recent year, West European countnes paid 
five and a half times as much for rights to use U. S. 
patents as Americans paid Europeans. 


Old nationalistic bairiers to the free inteiflow of 
people and ideas remain tlie gi’eatest obstacles to Eur­ 
ope’s realizing its full potential in the last half of the 
20th century. 


British Electrics 


Peofde have talked a long time about the strangu­ 
lation of our cities by the automobile, whose traffic 
jams not only give millions a daily pain in the neck but 
whose noises and fumes may affect much more vital 
areas of the body. Now the British seem on the verge 
of doing something about it. 


Four miniature electric runabouts were demon­ 
strated recently by the Electricity Council in I/>ndon. 
Two of them were adapted small cars, the others were 
new prototypes. 


Tlie latter cars, the Scamp and the Trident, carry 
two people each and can hit 35 miles an hour. They 
must be recharged for five hours each niffht but their 
running costs are estimated to l>e equivalent to 170 
miles to the gallon for a gasoline-powered automobile. 


Although the present development stage of bat­ 
teries restricts the cars to a range of 20 to 40 miles, the 
council points out that 80 per cent of the conventional 
passenger cars in Britain are driven an average of 20 
miles or less a day. Commuter cars coming into Tx)ndon 
— 700,000 of them every day — caiTy an average of only 
1.2 persons and travel less than five miles. 


There’s one characteristic of the electric cars that 
has traffic officials pondering, however. Tlie Scamp and 
Trident are so small they can gang up three at a time 
on one parking meter.

New Snake Bite Treotment Noted 


Bf Dr. Wayne 


Bites oi 
poisonous snakes 
continue 
to 
occur 
but 
the 
methods recommended for their 
Irtatment have been changing 
In recent years. Il is now be­ 
lieved that cutting the skin and 
sucking out the venom is an 
emergency measure that should 
be used only when the bite is 
known to have come from a 
rattlesnake or water moccasin 
that is longer than 3 ^ feet or 
w’hen the bite is near the heart 
(face, neck or trunk). 


In such a case, waste no 
time —> if a knife is not handy 
use a sharp piece of tin or 
broken glass to cut the skin, 
but expose it to a flame first 
to reduce the chances of infec­ 
tion. 


One of the dangers of using 
this type of emergency treat­ 
ment if absorption of venom 
through a small cut or inflam­ 
ed portion of the lips, gums or 
inner surface of the mouth. 


This can be prevented if you 
use a suction cup supplied with 
the standard snake bite first- 
aid kit or use a thio thaet of 
rubber between your mouth 
and the snake bite. Another dis- 
advantage of the cut-and-suck 
treatment is that in one's hast# 
and excitement one may make 
a painful wound which later 
becomes infected, only to learn 
that the snake was nonpoison« 
ous.

tourniquet several inches above 
the bite.

Every 10 to 15 min­ 
utes the tourniquet should be 
released for one or two min­ 
utes. If the arm or leg starts 
to swell, keep moving the tour­ 
niquet upward just ahead of 
the swelling.

Dr. W. E. Lockhart of Al­ 
pine. Tex., is a strong advo* 
cate of packing snake-bitten ex­ 
tremities in 
fresh-water 
ice 
and keeping them so packed 
for six days to relieve pain. 
This is important because it is 
dangerous to give morphine to 
victims of snake bite. The rest 
of the body is kept warm with 
an electric blanket. This treat­ 
ment is effective only if a 
tourniquet has been applied for 
less than an hour and should 
not be used in persons with 
Raynaud’s disease and other 
circulatory diaordcra.

Mao Tse-tung of Red China 
and Ho Chi Minh of North Viet 
Nam have emphasized rejjeat- 
edly that political-propaganda- 
economic warfare mu.^t parallel 
the military effort. They have 
been successful with this tech­ 
nique in past gueii’illa insur­ 
gencies. 


The United States is making 
a remarkable military 
effort.
